On 2/28/1 5 @ approx imately 1000 hours, I responded to R Image Market located at and met with the owner, 

WKKM me to access his video surveillance equipment in order to download the requested video footage. I 

examined the DVR and noted that it was a black device with H.264 stamped on the front side. It is a 9 channel system with 8 
cameras connected and recording. The resolution is 360x240, the video quality is set at Highest and it is 30 frames per second. The 
views are Cam2,3,4,5,6,8 and 9 are of the interior of the store whereas Cam7 is the sidewalk facing southbound onto Folsom Street. 
The time calibration is as follows: Displayed date/time 2/28/15 @ 11:41:07 vs Correct date/time 2/28/15 @ 10:40 (Verizon cell 
phone; the DVR is approximately 1 hour and 1 minute fast). I downloaded onto a flash drive the DVR date and time of 2/26/15 from 
21:46 through 23:16 hours (Real time 2/26/15 from 20:45 through 22:15 hours). 

On 2/28/15 @ approximately 1100 hours, I responded to in order to secure any relevant 

video from these sources. After repeated attempts, I received no answer from either location. No video was acquired from these 
locations at this time. 

I archived the video files into the CSI-NAS database and made duplicate DVD diskette copies for both CSI-MEU and for Sergeant 
Canning’s investigation.
